LIET. COL. MILLER, OF NARBERTH, 

PERFORMS FINE WORK IN 

TRANSPORTATION CORPS. 



(This article is reprinted from Sun- 
day's Inquirer, and the electrotype from 
Sunday 's Press.) 

Lieutenant Colonel I. A. Miller, who 
served on the personal staff of Briga- 
dier General W. W. Atterlmry, as busi- 
ness manager of the American Army 
railroad service in Franco, readied .Nov 
York on the Aquitania Friday and re- 
turned I" his home at Xarborth yester- 
day. When he went away in 1917 Col- 
onel Miller was commissioned as a Cap- 
tain. 

Although lie performed some notable, 
services in France, helping to system- 
atize the American methods of doing 
business with the railroads of France, 
he would not talk either of his own 
achievements or of the American rail- 
way transport service, of which General 
Atterlmry had charge. The little Bor- 
ough of Xarberth has 111! stars in its 
service flag. Colonel Miller is the high- 
est ranking man from the .Main Line 
town. When General Atterlmry left the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and went over- 
seas, Colonel Miller was chief account- 
ant in the oilice of the general man- 
ager, at Broad Street. Station. 

After the Transportation Corps had 
been started in France, General Atter- 
lmry cabled to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, asking for the release of 
Colonel Miller. He accepted a commis- 
sion as Captain, sailing for France Octo- 
ber 5, 1017. In France he was advanced 
to Major, and assigned to the business 
office of the Transportation Corps, at 
the headquarters of the Director Gen- 



eral of Transportation. He was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Lieut enant Col- 
onel, Railway Transportation Corps, on 
October I, .litis, and on .December 17, 
1018, became business manager on the 
personal stall' of General Atterbury. 

Mrs. Miller, who was Miss Ada Coop- 
er, of Baltimore, and her daughter. Miss 
Anita Cooper, went to Xew York <o 
meet Colonel Miller, who was also greet- 
ed at the pier by a group of his former
